New COVID-19 Open En- 
rollment period now un- 
derway on HealthCare.gov 


Enroll in comprehensive, af- 
fordable health insurance on 
HealthCare.gov before time 
runs out 

People have a new opportu- 
nity to enroll in health insur- 
ance for 2021 on 
HealthCare.gov, but only for a 
limited time. This new COVID- 
19 open enrollment period 
starts on February 15, 2021 
and ends on May 15, 2021. 

With job losses continuing 
to mount amid the COVID-19 
resurgence, and millions of 
people having lost their job- 
based health insurance since 
the start of this public health 
and economic crisis, the Biden 
Administration has opened up 
HealthCare.gov to give people 
who need health insurance a 
new opportunity to get cov- 
ered, but they must act 
quickly. 

“More than 267,070 Michi- 
ganders enrolled in a health 
insurance plan during open 
enrollment,” said Coleen 
Dewey, Enrollment Specialist 
at Bellaire Family Health Cen- 
ter. “There’s a new chance for 
people to sign up, and anyone 
who needs health insurance

EAST JORDAN - The City 
Commission would make an 
adjustment to the Personal 
Handbook about City-Owned 
Equipment.

East Jordan

John Joseph Sutherland, 
36, East 
Jordan, 
was sen- 
tenced 
to 20 to 
48 
months 
in 
prison 
for as- 
saulting, 
resisting and obstructing po- 
lice officers. 

Sutherland pleaded guilty 
on January 4, 2021 to two 
counts of resisting and ob- 
structing and being a habit- 
ual offender, third. 

The incident occurred, ac- 
cording to the court file, in 
the parking lot of the McDon- 
ald’s restaurant in Boyne 
City where the Michigan 
State Police fugitive team had 
lured Sutherland for arrest 
on outstanding warrants. 

When Sutherland realized 
the people who he was meet- 
ing were police officers, he 
ran and struggled with them 
as they attended to place him 
under arrest. Officers unsuc- 
cessfully attempted to tase 
him but Sutherland contin- 
ued to resist. 

Officers finally got Suther- 
land to the ground but in the 
struggle, one of the officers’ 
guns came out of his waist- 
band. Sutherland laid face 
down with his hands beneath 
him and refused to remove 
them. Officers were fearful 
that the gun was under him 
and after he was eventually 
subdued, the gun was found 
underneath Sutherland. 

“This was a dangerous sit- 
uation for police officers who 
were only doing their job,” 
Charlevoix County Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Allen Telgenhof

agreeing to the partnership. 
Then the remaining balance 
will be paid to Charlevoix 
County upon the receipt of 
Charlevoix County of the im- 
agery.

Mt. McSauba 
Burglar Sent to 
Prison 


This morning in the 33rd 
Circuit 
Court, 
Judge Roy 
C. Hayes 
III sen- 
tenced 
Johnny 
Ray Ross- 
man, 37, 
Mancelona 
to serve 68 
to 240 months in prison. 

Rossman was convicted by 
guilty plea on January 8, 2021 
of two counts of breaking 
and entering with intent and 
one count of larceny ina 
building. Rossman was also 
sentenced as a habitual of- 
fender, fourth, which doubled 
his maximum potential sen- 
tence. 

He was also ordered to pay 
$17,655 in restitution to the 
City of Charlevoix and $990 to 
AmericInn Lodge and Suites. 

According to an affidavit by 
police filed in the case, on 
Monday, July 20, 2020, work- 
ers at the Mt. McSauba sum- 
mer camp reported for work 
and noticed that someone had 
broken into the ski lodge. It 
appeared that the intruder 
had removed a screen and en- 
tered through a window. 

An ATV, two computers, a 
cash register and binoculars 
were reported stolen. The in- 
truder also damaged the 
lodge computer system and 


equipment. 

Later that same morning, 
AmericInn reported that 
someone had broken into one 
of their hotel rooms and also 
into a laundry room where 
$100 to $250 was stolen. 

Witnesses later led police 
to a location where the ATV 
had been crashed and stolen 
items were dropped, and also 
to discovery of the ATV itself, 
leading to Rossman’s arrest. 

Rossman’s fingerprints 
were found in the ski lodge 
and stolen items were found 
in the hotel room, tying the 
two crime scenes together 

“This was excellent police 
work, piecing this all to- 
gether,” Charlevoix County 
Prosecuting Attorney Allen 
Telgenhof said. “Charlevoix 
County Sheriff's Office 
Deputies Sam Stewart and 
Alec Sheets and Detectives 
Ben Speigl and Cody Wheat 
were instrumental in solving 
this case. They also relied 
upon citizens coming forward 
with valuable information.” 

According to court records, 
Rossman had previously been 
convicted of seven felonies 
and two misdemeanors.

Gun Thief 
Sentenced to 
Prison 


Ryan 
Chris 
Bobzien, 43, 
Petoskey, 
was sen- 
tenced to 
serve 86 to 
180 months 
in prison 
following 
his conviction for home inva- 
sion, second degree. The sen- 
tence was pronounced in the 
38rd Circuit Court by Judge 
Roy C. Hayes III. 

Bobzien had pleaded guilty 
on October 9, 2020, admitting 
under oath that he had gone 
into a residence in Boyne Val- 
ley Township while the 
owner and family were out of 
town and stole two firearms 
and ammunition. 

Charlevoix County Prose- 
cuting Attorney Allen Tel- 
genhof indicated at 
sentencing that Bobzien’s ac- 
tions were part of a nine- 
month crime spree which 
also spread to Emmet County 
where Bobzien was convicted 
of three counts of possessing 
counterfeit tools, home inva- 
sion, first degree, possession 
of a weapon by a felon and as- 
sault with a dangerous 
weapon. 

Bobzien was previously 
sentenced to serve 13 to 20 
years on these charges in the 
57th Circuit Court for Emmet 
County. His sentences will be 
served concurrently. 

In handing down the sen- 
tence, Judge Hayes noted that 
one of the weapons stolen in 
this matter was not recovered 
and was traded for drugs.

V-safe, an after COVID-19 
vaccination health check-in, 
is helping providers across 
the country learn more 
about and possible side ef- 
fects from the vaccine. 

Operated by the Centers 
for Disease Control (CDC), 
V-safe is a smartphone- 
based tool that uses text 
messaging and web surveys 
to provide personalized 
health check-ins after re- 
ceiving a COVID-19 vaccine. 
Through the opt-in pro- 
gram, users can quickly tell 
the CDC if they have any 
side effects after getting the 
COVID-19 vaccine. Depend- 
ing on your answers, some- 
one from CDC may call to 
check on you and get more 
information. 

“T encourage everyone 
who receives a COVID vac- 
cine to participate in the V- 
safe program,” said Dr. 
Josh Meyerson, Medical Di- 
rector for the Health De- 
partment of Northwest 
Michigan. People can regis- 
ter anytime in 21 days after 
getting the vaccine but it is 
best to start on the day you 
get your first dose, he noted. 

Health Department staff 
and volunteers are distrib- 
uting a flyer about V-safe 
during vaccination clinics. 
It is optional to participate 
and does not impact the 
ability to obtain a second 
vaccination or report any 
side effects you may be ex- 
periencing to your primary 
care provider. 

“The more people who 
participate in V-safe, the 
better the data,” Meyerson 
said. “The data helps us bet- 


ter understand how com- 
mon side effects are, how 
long they last, and factors 
that may influence them. 
What we are already learn- 
ing from this and other 
monitoring systems is that 
the COVID-19 vaccines are 
very safe, and although 
some people experience 
mild symptoms after receiv- 
ing the vaccine, they are 
short lived.” 

The V-safe program also 
reminds people to get their 
second dose. 

To register, you need 
your smartphone and infor- 
mation about the COVID-19 
vaccine you received. This 
information is found on the 
vaccination record card re- 
ceived during your vaccina- 
tion. Once registered, you'll 
receive check-in text mes- 
sages to click. After clicking 
the link, a series of ques- 
tions will be asked about 
how you are feeling. During 
the first week after you get 
your vaccine, V-safe will 
send a text message each 
day. Then, you’ll get a 
check-in message once a 
week for up to five weeks. 
The questions take less 
than five minutes to answer. 

If you need a second dose 
of vaccine, V-safe will pro- 
vide a new six-week check- 
in process so you can share 
your second-dose experi- 
ence as well. Finally, you'll 
receive check-ins 8, 6, and 
12 months after your final 
dose of vaccine. You can opt 
out of receiving the text 
messages and check-in 
process at any time.

Boyne Valley Trail 
groomed and ready 


Last spring the Boyne Valley Trail 
(BVT) was opened to the public pro- 
viding a roughly seven (7) mile long 
non-motorized linear park trail from 
the City of Boyne City to the Village 
of Boyne Falls. Recently the contin- 
ued partnership between the City of 
Boyne City and Boyne Mountain for- 
malized a winter trail 
grooming plan for the 
many users. 

This week the BVT has 
been groomed (see photo) 
from the trailhead, near 
the City Airport along La- 
goon Drive, all the way to 
Boyne Mountain. The 
plan to groom the trail 
was initiated by the City 
Parks & Recreation Com- 
mission members back in 
December 2020. The goal 
of the Commission was to 
“afford residents and visi- 
tors more options to get 
out and enjoy our wonder- 
ful outdoors”. Members of 
the Parks & Recreation 
Commission felt this was especially 
important with the ongoing Coron- 
avirus pandemic restrictions. 

Now that the outdoor temperatures 
are returning to normal levels for the 
next few weeks, the City expects users 
to hit the trail. The BVT winds its way 
out of the City of Boyne City along the 
top bank of the Boyne River Valley 
easterly to the old railway grade that 
parallels M-75 to the Village of Boyne 
Falls. The trail will be groomed regu- 
larly for the rest of the winter season 
as follows: 

The westerly segment from M-75 
(near the Boyne Valley School) to the 
City Airport trailhead will be 
groomed by volunteers using equip- 
ment purchased by the City of Boyne 
City. Our good colleagues at Challenge 
Mountain have loaned one of their 
snowmobiles to the City to assist with 
the grooming effort until the City re- 
ceives the rest of its grooming equip- 
ment. 

The easterly segment from M-75 
(near the Boyne Valley School) to US- 
131 will be groomed by the staff at 
Boyne Mountain. 

New signs (see photo) will be in- 
stalled along the BVT to help users 
choose the right portion of the trail to 
use. The 10-12’ wide groomed trail will 
provide a dedicated lane for skate ski- 
ing, classic cross country skiing anda 
multi-use lane for fat tire biking/hik-

“Temperature fluctuations 
can create unstable and un- 
safe ice conditions very fast. 
It’s the angler’s responsibil- 
ity to safely remove their 
shanty before it falls through 
the ice.” 

Shanty owners whose 
structures fall through the 
ice are subject to penalties of 
up to 30 days in jail, fines up 
to $500, or both. If a shanty is 
removed by a government 
agency, the court can require 
the owner to reimburse that 
agency for up to three times 
the cost of removal. 

Lower Peninsula 

Ice shanties on Lake St. 
Clair, located northeast of 
Detroit, must be removed be- 
fore sunset Sunday, Feb. 21. 

Shanties in the northern 
Lower Peninsula must be re- 
moved by midnight Monday, 
March 15. Those counties in- 
clude Alcona, Alpena, 
Antrim, Arenac, Bay, Benzie, 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan, 
Clare, Crawford, Emmet, 
Gladwin, Grand Traverse, 
Tosco, Isabella, Kalkaska,

On Michigan-Wisconsin 
boundary waters, ice 
shanties must be removed by 
midnight Monday, March 15. 

All other bodies of water in 
the Upper Peninsula must 
have ice shanties removed by 
midnight Wednesday, March 
31. 

Daily use of ice shanties is 
permitted anywhere in 
Michigan if ice conditions 
permit and if the shanties 
are removed from the ice at 
the end of each day. 

People venturing onto the 
ice should use extreme cau- 
tion as temperatures begin to 
rise or fluctuate. The re- 
peated thawing and refreez- 
ing of ice weakens its 
strength, decreasing its abil- 
ity to support the additional 
weight of people, snowmo- 
biles, ORVs and shanties. De- 
teriorating ice, water 
currents and high winds in- 
crease the probability of 
pressure cracks, which can 
leave anglers and others 
stranded on ice floes or at 
risk of falling through the 
ice.

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The remedy for being alone

A famous 
comedian 
and actor 
committed 
suicide a 
few years 
back. On the 
surface, it 
would seem 
the man had everything the 
world would aspire to: inter- 
national fame, lots of 
money, an adoring public. 
But he was sadly tormented 
inside; a recent TV show he 
had been part of was can- 
celed, he had recently been 
diagnosed with Parkinson’s 
disease, and he felt a great 
deal of guilt over divorcing 
his second wife, the mother 
of two of his children, and 
marrying again. 

All of these things no 
doubt contributed to the 
tragic suicide in the summer 
of 2014 just a few weeks past 
this man’s 68rd birthday. 

But perhaps a quote from 
the comedian provides even 
more insight. 

“T used to think that the 
worst thing in life was to 
end up alone,” the man once 
said. “It's not. The worst 
thing in life is to end up with 
people who make you feel 
alone.” 

Was it the feeling of being 
alone that ultimately pushed 
this gifted comedian to such 
a place of despair? 

The sense of being alone 
can lead to terrible conse- 
quences. We all intuitively 
understand this because it’s 
part of the human condi- 
tion. Many in our day deal 
with problematic issues re- 
lated to feeling alone, and 
especially so now in the 
midst of this pandemic that 
seems to go on and on. 

Does the bible have any- 
thing to say about this? 

In Proverbs 18:24, it says 
something pretty remark- 
able, that God is actually “a 
friend who sticks closer 
than a brother.” 

But here’s the catch. God 
has made His desire known 
for a deep, close, satisfying 
relationship with each of us 
but He has given us a free 
will to choose or reject this 
offer. Sadly many people, 
perhaps unaware that there 
is a God in heaven who 
knows everything about 
them and loves them, never 
think about responding to 
His love. 

We learn a lot about God 
and about ourselves in the 
book of Genesis, the very 
first book of the bible. Prob- 
ably everyone reading this 
column is familiar with the 
story of Adam and Eve in 
the Garden of Eden and how 
the serpent tempted Eve, ul- 
timately leading to both Eve 
and Adam partaking of “the 
fruit of the knowledge of 
good and evil” that God had 
forbidden them to eat. 

God had warned Adam 
that if he ate of the fruit he 
would die. And that’s what 
happened. Adam and Eve 
were created in the image of 
God (as all of us are) and 
were designed to live for- 
ever. But the initial act of 
sin caused Adam and Eve to 
die spiritually at first and 
then years later to die physi- 
cally. The act of sin also 
meant that Adam and Eve 
were forced out of the Gar- 
den where they had previ- 
ously met regularly with 
God and walked with Him in 
the cool of the day. The fel- 
lowship with God and man 
was broken in the Garden of 
Eden and has remained bro- 
ken ever since. This was the 


risk God took when He cre- 
ated us and gave us a free 
will to accept or reject Him. 

The good news is that God 
has made a way for that fel- 
lowship to be restored. Ini- 
tially, He made provision for 
man’s sins to be “covered” 
by the sacrifice of an inno- 
cent animal. The animal 
symbolically would die in 
the place of the person who 
had sinned and was guilty. 
The animal’s blood would 
“cover” the sin and relieve 
the guilt. 

But this was an imperfect 
sacrifice. It covered man’s 
guilt but another sacrifice 
was required when man 
sinned again. This animal 
sacrifice pointed to the sac- 
rifice of the Son of God, the 
Lord Jesus Christ, on the 
cross. Jesus, whose blood 
was completely pure since 
He had never sinned, ac- 
cepted all the sins of man 
upon Himself and became 
“suilty” on our behalf. As 
the “Lamb of God,” He suf- 
fered and died in our place 
and now His shed blood cov- 
ers the sins of every person 
who is truly sorry for their 
sins and cries out to God to 
be forgiven. It is called re- 
pentance. 

This is the remedy pro- 
vided by God to restore the 
intimate fellowship with 
man that was broken way 
back in the Garden of Eden. 
There is no other remedy. In 
the book of Acts it is written 
that there is no other Name 
given by which people can 
be saved but the Name of 
Jesus. “There is salvation in 
no one else,” it says in Acts 
4:12. Jesus Himself said, “I 
am the way and the truth 
and the life, no one comes to 
the Father except through 
me” (John 14:6). 

Either that’s true or it’s 
not. I believe it’s true be- 
cause when I called out to 
Jesus to forgive my sins in 
1978 He came and changed 
me from within, just as He 
promised He would do. He’s 
there. He’s real. He’s loves 
us, and more importantly 
He personally loves you the 
reader of this column. 

As we begin to observe the 
season of Lent in 2021, it’s 
good to remember there is a 
God in heaven who loved us 
so much that He created us 
in His image, gave us a free 
will, and then provided a 
way through the terrible 
death of His Son for us to be 
restored to fellowship with 
Him again, to know we’re 
not alone in this world that 
is often such a painful and 
broken place. 

God’s promise is, “I'll 
never leave you nor forsake 
you” (Hebrews 13:5). For 
those of us who have recog- 
nized our own sinfulness 
and cried out to God to re- 
ceive us as His children 
through the sacrifice of 
Jesus, the promise is that 
He’ll come to live within us, 
changing our hearts and 
make us more like Him. 
He’ll walk with us through 
every storm and trial and 
valley of life, He’ll forgive us 
when we sin again and ask 
Him for mercy, and when we 
die, we’ll have the blessed 
assurance of going to be 
where He is in heaven. 

He loves us with an ever- 
lasting love and wants us to 
come to Him. And while 
we're here, He wants us to 
know if we have Him in our 
lives, we’re never alone.

BEDROOMS AND BATHROOMS
